A Deserted City. 
Situated on a beautiful bay which 
sets in kern tho Gulf of Mexico, and in­ 
dents the w estern coast of Florida writes 
a Florida correspondent, theie flour­ 
ished about 1817 the prosperous city of 
St. Joseph. 
It had many attractions. 
The location was charming and tho cli­ 
mate delightful. 
At that time it was 
fast Incoming a business centre. 
Tile 
first railroad in the State was built from 
St. Joseph to a point on the Chatta- 
hooche river, the hue harbor for ship­ 
ping being the inducement, and largo 
quantities of cotton were sent from 
northern Florida and Alabama to bo 
shipped to northern and European ports. 
Receiving and transferring these large 
amounts of cotton was the chief industry 
of the place, and made business very 
active during the winter months. 
Cap­ 
ital was invested in warehouses, stores, 
docks, eh?. 
Just as prosperity and hap­ 
piness seemed assured, the yellow fever 
made its appearance, sweeping the place 
lik*j a scourge. 
This was the summer of 
1811. 
Whole families died in the midst 
of their lonely surroundings. 
Many fled 
terrified and never returned, seeking 
their fortunes anew elsewhere. 
Busi­ 
ness firms arni families were broken up 
or wholly destroyed aud the city was left 
a scene of wreck and ruin. 
Five years 
later it presented a melancholy spectacle 
and strikingly picturesque. 
The skele­ 
ton warehouses, costly and capacious 
houses, now doorless and windowless, 
rose like s[>eetres on every side, many 
of tile houses being almost buried in a 
tangled mass of vines, 
flowers and 
shrubs, cultivated and wild. 
Now and 
th* n parties of hunters from a distance 
won Id tnke possession of some one of 
thes** m u d s as headquarters, while seek­ 
ing de* r anil other game with which tho 
woods not far off abounded. 
But after a 
while even 
these occasional visitors 
ceased, as the place became more and 
mon* isolate*!. 
The last residents were 
an old man and his daughter, who lived 
entirely 
alone, 
subsiting 
on 
the 
resources of their garden, the fish of the 
lake and the game of the woods, and de- 
pending for other necessaries on the sale 
of shell-work, made from tile exquisitely 
tine shells found iii abundance along the 
lovely beach to which they made occa­ 
sional trips to a |K>iut twenty-five miles 
distant. 
At last the old man and his 
daughter left, aud none now remain to 
tell tile story of a once bright and prom­ 
ising city.

Any person who is the heed of a lam* j 
fly, or, if single, 21 years of age, a citi- 
■en of the United States, or who has de­ 
clared his intention of becoming a citi­ 
zen, may make an entry nnder the tim- , 
ber culture or as it is commonly termed 
“ tree-claim” law. 
The claimant is re- { 
quired to take out preliminary papers as 
in a homestead, and this is done by i 
signing an application setting forth tile j 
land selected and making athdavit that 
the tract applied for is prairie land, and 
is taken for the purpose of cultivating 
timber. 
Tho fees required to be paid 
are $10, if the tract entered Inn more than 
eighty acres, and $5 if an eighty or less. 
The commisson also required to lx» paid 
is $4 at the date of the entry, and a like 
sum when the claim is “ proved up.” 
Entries under this law are restricted to 
160 acres. 
The claimant (if he entered 160 acres, 
is then required to break or plow five 
acres during the first year, and five 
acres more during tile second year. The 
five acres plowed the first year are re­ 
quired to be cultivated by raising a crop 
during the second year, and to be 
planted in timber, seeds, or cuttings 
during the third year. 
The five acres 
broken during the second year are re­ 
quired to be cultivated during the third 
year, and to be planted in bullier, seeds 
or cuttings during the fourth year. The 
tracts embraced in entries of a less quan­ 
tity than one-quarter section are required 
to be plowed or broken, cultivated and 
planted in trees, tree-seeds, or cuttings, 
during the same periods, and to the 
nine extent in proiiortion to their total 
areas, as are provided for in entries of

The requirements 
cf law pertaining to an entry of 120 acres 
are the same as for an 80-acre tract aud 
a 40-acre tract combined. 
Trees, seeds 
and cuttings can lie obtained in the 
Territory at reasonable cost. 
No resi­ 
dence on the land, nor in fact in the 
Territory, is required under the timber 
culture law*. 
Where a homestead settler dies before 
the consummation of his claim, the 
widow, or, in case of her death, the 
heirs may continue settlement or culti­ 
vation, and obtain title. If both parents 
die, leaving infant children, the home­ 
stead may l>e sold for Cash for the lam­ 
est of such 
children; or the chil­ 
dren may 
continue 
settlement 
or 
cultivation and receive title. 
If a pro- 
emptor dies before completing his claim 
the title may be j»erfected by the exec­ 
utor, administrator or one of tho heirs, 
and tile title will pass to “ the heir*" 
of deceased claimant. 
Under the tim­ 
ber culture laws tho laud passes to the 
M heirs or legal representatives ” in case 
of death of the original claimant. 
Under the laws referred to, any i>ci - 
son coming within their provisions cam 
become the owner of 480 acres of land. 
Should the settler not feel able to “prs 
empt ” he can secure 320 acres unde 
the homestead and tim b e r culture lawn. 
Claims taken under these laws are ex­ 
empt from taxation until patents are 
issued, and are not liable for debts con­ 
tracted prior to that time.

An Eastern and Western Flew. 
The New York Herald thinks the Miss­ 
issippi and Missouri rivers should bo 
improved, but it does not lieliove in the 
proposed met Ii od. 
The States I h adoring 
on these rivers, that paper thinks, should 
be at the expense of their improvement. 
It says : 
“ The ambition to improve tho 
great water artery of the Mississippi 
Valley is laudable and worthy of all sup­ 
port. 
We sin mid like to see it accom­ 
plished. 
We believe it mould help the 
enrichment of the Nation, but at the 
same time we sec no sufficient reason 
why ti ie Nation should enter u|x»n it. 
Ten States would lie immeasureably 
benefitted. 
There would In* an increase 
iii the value of farm lands along the 
banks of the great river such as has 
never I teen seen in all its history. Towns 
would arise where now there are only 
swamps. 
Millions of immigrants from 
Germany and France and England and 
Scotland and Ireland would be attracted 
towards the wast s and wildernesses of 
to-day, which would become so many 
paradises to-morrow. 
But it is not clear 
that it is within the constitutional power 
of Congress, nor is it clear whether if 
Congress has the power it mould lie just, 
to accomplish so desirable a result at the 
cost of the Federal Treasury.” 
It seems to us that this great metropol­ 
itan journal takes a euj>erficial view of 
this question. 
If the contemplated im­ 
provement “ would help the enrichment 
of tho whole Nation,” why should not 
the Nation pay for it? 
The whole Nation has expended mil­ 
lions of dollars in tho improvement of 
the rivers and harbors of the North and 
East, and the great West has not grum­ 
bled at the cost, although she lias been 
taxed lier full share; but now that a 
demand has been made for something in 
return that it is acknowledged would be 
a benefit to tho whole country, wo arc 
met with the flimsy plea that “ New 
York built her own canals” and the 
West should improve her rivers! This 
kiud of reasoning is pure nonsense. 
In 
fact, it is no reasoning at all, but pure 
fallacy. 
The fear that some trade may 
be drawn off from New York is the secret 
of the /It raid's inspiration. 
Float the 
commerce of this mighty valley down 
the river to the sea, instead of around 
by the Northern lakes and railroads, and 
it would undoubtedly take away some­ 
thing of the trade of New York; but 
then, this country will soon have com­ 
merce enough to build up more than one 
great city.

How lo Write* 
H ie noted noTelibt, Miss Mulock, hoi 
A few pleaunt words to say concerning 
her method of novel-writing which may 
be useful to young writers: 
All stories 
that are meant to live must contain tho 
germ of life, the egg, the vital principle. 
Therefore, the first tiling is to fix on a 
central idea, like the spine of a human 
being, or Hie trunk of a tree. 
From it, 
this one principal idea, proceed all 
aftergrov !:.s; the kind of plot which 
shall br *t develop it, the characters 
which must act it out, the incidents that 
will express these characters, even to 
tho conversations which evolve and de­ 
scribe these incidents—all are sequences 
following one another in natural < *rder. 
Every part should be made subservient 
to the whole. 
You must have a fore­ 
ground and a background and a middle 
distance. 
If you persist iu working up 
one character, or finishing minutely one 
incident or series of incidents, your per 
spective will lie destroyed, and your 
novel become a mere collection of frag 
ments, not a work of art at all. 
Tho 
true artist will lie really to sacrifice any 
pet detail to the perfection of the whole. 
A novel does not grow naturally, but 
represents a great deal of hard work. 
When I was young, an older and more 
experienced writer once sic. I to me: 
“ Never use two adjectives where one 
will do; never use an adjective at ail 
where a noun will do. 
Avoid italics, 
notes of exclamation, foreign words anti 
quotations. 
Flit full sto|>« instead of 
colons; make your sentences as short and 
clear as you poaaibly can, and whenever 
you think you have written a particular 
ly fine sentence, cut it out.” 
We novel­ 
ists cannot help bot smile when asked if 
such aud such a character is “ taken from 
life,*’ and especially when ingenious 
critics persist in identifying—usually 
falsely—certain ]arsons, places of inci­ 
dents. 
For me, I have only to say that 
during all Hie years I have studied hu­ 
manity I never met one human being 
who could have W u “ put into a book,” 
as a whole, without injuring i t 
The 
only safe field for a writer is fiction.
